We publish a card from Col. W 
asking for the resolution under which 
the late district convention acted inthe 
matter of electing delegates for the 
State at large to represent the party in 
the national democratic convention at 
St. Louis. Col. Wofford § is 
mistaken in his idea that the action 
taken provided that the four persons 
receiving the highest vote in the dis- 
trict conventions should be declared 
elected. At least we should infer from 
the language of the resolution that e 
majority vote was necessary. 
We give the resolution in full 


Resolyed, that a convention of con” 
gressional districts be called by the ex 
ecutive committee of each district, on 
Wednesday the 25th day of April, a' 
such places as the district committees 
may select, to nominate two delegates 
and two alternates each to the national 
democratic convention, and that said 
district conventions nominate four 
names as delegates at-large; and if the 
said district convention shall fail to 
agree in the selection of the same 
four delegates at large, they shall em- 
power the state democratic executive 
committee to select from the names 
nominated four delegates for the state 
at large from all the names designated. 


The language of the resolntion is, 
‘if they shall fail to agree,” by 
which we presume, was mesot 
the agreement of the majority. Butas 
Col. Wofford received a large number 
of votes than any other save the three 
receiving @ majority vote, we believe 
that the State executive committee 
should feel it their duty to respect the 
wishes of the people thus expressed 
and select him. 

It would appear from the 
resolution that the Committee have no 
restriction upon them in the matter of 
selecting alternates. The Committee 
will doubtless meet at an early day, 
and perform theirduty in the premises. 
If all the returns have not yet been 
sent to the Chairman, they ehould be 
without further delay. 


OUR MINISTRY. 


For some years past the city of At- 
Janta has been gathering within ite 
borders the best ministerial talent of 
the land, until for some time it has be- 
come an admitted fact, that our pulpits 
are asably supplied as those of any 
city in the United States. But in this 
particular we are threatened with a 
serious loss. Elsewhere will be found 
areport of the statement made last 
Sunday morning to the congregation at 
the central Presbyterian church by its 
pastor, Rev. Dr. Leftwich, declaring it 
his duty to accept a call to another 
church.* 

A careful reading of the statement 
will convince every one that the sole 
incentive to this action is duty. Con- 
c-iving it to be his duty to go tothe 
succor of a distressed church, he deter- 
minesto do so, upon the sole ground 
that it is the will of God. 

The call is to the church at Lexing- 
ton, Va., which, we learn from a Vir- 
ginia paper, numbers some two hundred 
members, and offers a salary of $2,300. 
The Central church of this city num- 
bers four hundred members, and pays 
a salary of $3,600. The Lexington 
church, however, is @ most important 
one, surrounded as it is by four 
male and female colleges, 
among the first in the United 
States. But not withstanding this, 
and other more potent reasons for the 
acceptance of the call, we atill do not 
believe that they outweigh those in 
favor of the present field of duty. We 
believe that Atianta presents a wider 
opening for good, and that the 
Presbyterian church of Georgia 
has stronger claims than that of Vir- 
ginia. As, therefure, it seems to be 
entirely a matier of conscientious duty 
with the reverend gentleman, and we 


think that his judgment is in error, 


we hope that the Presbytery will see 
proper to refuse the application of the 
Virginia church for the transfer of Rev. 
Dr. Leftwich from this field. He has 
accomplished great good here, ant 
still greater work lies beforé him in 


this city and state.

THE BRUTE'S CONFESSION. 


The Refinement of Bloodthirstiness 
Reached by a Boston Brute 
Telegram to the Constitution. 

Bostov, May 8.—The confession of 
the murderer of Mabel Young says: I 
took a hat frum the lower room before 
or about the commencement of the 
school to kill somebody. At.that time 
I carried it up into the auditorium, but 
during the session of the Sunday school 
[ took it from the auditorium and car- 
ried it to the belfry. After the close of 
the school I came down stairs and open- 
ed the doors. Then I went up again. 
At that time I sent away the boys who 
were playingin the vestibule. After 
the boys had gone out and I wasstillin 
the vestibule,a little girl came up stairs, 
und I induced her to go with me into 
the belfry. There I struck her 
with the club two or three 
times. She fell where the 
blood was fund. I picked her up and 
carried the body to the piace where it 
was discovered. 

His confession of the murder of 
Bridget Landregan in December, 1873, 
was ey explicit. He was under 
the influence of whisky and opium, and 
deliberately procured a club to kill some 
one. He saw Bridget onthe street and 
followed c'ose behind -her. He says: 
I struck her; immediately she fell 
down, and I struck her again. While I 
was stooping over the body, I saw a 
man coming; so [ started up and ran 
away. I got over the fence and went 
along toward the railroad. While I was 
at the railroad, somebody called out 
to me, and I then turned back; took a 
round about course and got home. On 
my way home it occurred to me that I 
had a knife in my pocket which might 
be recognized in some manner, and so 
I threw it away. 

The Evening Herald savs there is a 
feeling abr among the lawyers, 
detectives and _ public generally, 
that the contradictory sta‘ements now 
put out by Piper are the result of cool 
reasoning on his part and of such in- 
genuity 3s he is possessed of in order to 
throw doubt upon-his sanity in general 
or else tv show he has an uncontrull- 
able mania for blood, on account of 
which he is not responsible for his ac- 
tions.

TRACKING TWEED. 


Shots Exchanged with the Party of 
the Boss, and Still Parsa «dd. 
Telegram to The Constit» tion. 


New York, Mav 8 —The Herald has 
a letter from Midland, Georgian bay 
Canada, stating that Boss Tweed and 
two companions spent the winter on 
Mutkaka river, thirty miles from Mid- 
landand one hundred miles from To- 
ronto. It appears that Tweed and two 
men loaded a small steamer last No- 
vember, just before the close of navi- 
gation, with great quantities of provi- 
eions and went to Mark’s mill, which 
has not been running. Tweed and his 
companions lived ina cottage all the 
winter, the Boss keeping dumb, and 
it being given out that he had received 
a pa'alytic shock on the 24th of April. 
The steamer that took -them up last 
fall arrived there again with a lot of 

rovisions on board, but did not leave 
ora few days. On Friday, the 28th, 
two detectives left Midland and went 
to Parks’ mill, rpaching there Saturday. 
On being discovered, the whole party 
fied on board the steamer by using 
small boats to convey them to the ves- 
sel. The small boat in which the Boss 
embarked was sunk, he getting a good 
ducking. Their escape in the boats 
was discovered by some four men with 
revolve's and shots were exchanged 
with the fleeing party and the detec- 
tives. The steamer escaped with 
Tweed to Georgian bay, the detectives 
being unable to follow. They expect 
to capture him soon,

Dr. Hitchcock proceeded with ear- 
nestness and warmth to comment on 
| the memorial presented last Saturday. 
by Dr. Lanahan,charging the insoiven- 
cy of the western book concern, and 
contending tnat the allegations of the | 
memorial were untrue. Dr. Hitch- 
cock contended that the report of the 
book committee, showing that the as- 
sets ofthe western book concern ex- 
ceeded its liabilities over a half million 
dollars was strictly correct. He said 
that the reports of two different exam- 
iners of the western book concern 
agreed in every particular in establisb- 
ing the correctness of the exhibit mad 
by the book committee. The only dis- 
agreement was concerning a uaall ate 
ter, as to the value of estate held 
by the concern, which Mr. Hitchcock 
said was undervalued ins‘ead of over- 
valued. 

Amos Spinklar and Dr. Walden, jr., 
agent of the western book concern, rose 
successively to questions of privilege 
and earnestly nst the 
statement made in the memorial. Dr. 
Walden said the attack on the western 
book concern was a blow at its credit, 
and the statement charging its insolv- 
ency, given to the press, we know not 
how, was full of misrepresentation. He 
read a statement of the profits of sever- 
al agencies of the western concern, 
showing a sound condition. Atthe con- 
clusion of his remarks, Dr. Walton of- 
fered the following :

Dr. Walden—We want this for the 
protection of our interest in the west.

Dr. Lanahan arose tu a question of 
privilege. The scenes he had witness- 
ed here this morning reminded him of 
ascene he witnessed in New York 
when he was in a room locked up with 
fifteen men, and he felt as if he wou'd 
be torn in pieces because he had charg 
ed that the western book concern had 
been robbed. He had heard the same 
cry then as to musrepresentation.

Thechair (Bishop Foster) ruled the 
point of order well taken.

r. Hunter and others spoke on the 
latter motion, and after an understand- 
ing that the permission to proceed 
should not be regarded as overruling 
the decision of the chair, the motion of 
Mr. Hendricks prevailed.

Good Mea and Politics. 

Every morning the public conscience 
is svecbed y new revelations of offi- 
cial corruption. The daily papers 
might keep certain head-lines “stand- 
ing’ tor constant use. Indeed we are 
surprised when the a does not 
bring us tidings of new frauds practiced 
upon the people by some of their ser- 
vants—otherwise called public officers. 
Men ask their neighbors, as they open 
the morning paper: “Whe fell yester- 
day?” or, “Who’s found out now?” 
It seems to be very like a general 
pestilence; it is here, there, everwhere. 
As in a great city desolated by cholera 
or yellow fever, they cease to count the 
dead, except in official records. Men 
become accustomed to death. At such 
times they grow careless and hard We 
saw, on one occasion, during a cholera 
season, men quarreling around an open 
grave about the fee for opening it. So 
now, Official cerruption has become so 
common that the people cannot “keep 
the tally,” and the time has passed that 
new revelations can surprise them. 

Official reputations are tumbling on 
every side. From the war secretary 
down—or up as men may judge 
—new names- are being eL- 
tered upon the black list. It is grow- 
ing fearfully, portentously long. It is 
inexpressibly distressing and humiliat- 
ing- Aboveall, in this centennial year ! 
Does it not seem that the old world 
monarchies are having their revenge 
now? What are weto think? What are 
we to do? 

One thing is quite clear to us, we 
must not tall intoa state of morbid 
suspiciousness of all public offizers, 
because so many have turned out to 
be thieves. There are, no doubt, hun- 
dreds of thieves, but, as we believe, 
there are thousands of honest men.° 
This isa dav of investigation, and 
therefore of retribution, for the thieves. 
Investigation turns a_ calcium ligat 
upon them and makes them conspicu- 
ous. But let us resist the temptation 
to universal suspicion. We cannot get 
along in society without confidence in 
each other, A fundamental article in 
our social and religious creed is this: 
‘Honest men are inthe majority.” To 
us it is, like the doctrine of justification 
by faith, “wholesome and full of com- 
fort.” Croaking now is a sort of treas- 
onto the country. The Roman general 
who, in a time of disaster and distress, 
did not “despair of the republic,” de- 
served the thanks voted him by the 
senate and people of Rome. Goud citi- 
zens should not despair of our Ameri- 
can republic to-day. 

But thereare some great practical 
questions we had just as well make up 
our mindsto take hold of in real ear- 
nest.” 

For one thing, we have ha‘ 
enough of government by professional 
pouiticians and chronic place-hunters. 
They have grown too great in their 
own eyes to be great in the eyes of 
sober men. They seem to think that 
the people exist for thim. They will 
actually bristle up with porcupine in- 
dignation if their right to govern and 
tax the people for their special benefit 
is challenged. Did they not create the 
people? And do not the people belong 
to them? 

The people, a great, patient pack- 
horse, has carried the intolerable bur- 
den of mere place-hunters fora gene- 
ration. But the load has grown bur- 
densome and the horse is going to 
“unload” in some way. The riders 
would gave trouble by dismounting at 
their “earliest convenience.” The pa- 
tience of the people is great, but it is 
not —— bitin god it 

Let the people—the citizens, 
take their aii into their own hands. 
They are quite able to manage them. 

Let them begin at the bottom—at- 
tend the “primary meetings” and vote 
and - as wellas the “professionals.” 
it will startle the serenity of not a few. 
But the people can staud it, if the office- 
hanters can’t. There is great need of 
reform, as it seems to us, in the matter 
of attending the “primary” ward and 
county meetings, They have peen 
welded into “rings” by the place seek- 
ers; let the people break the rings and 
make them what they are improperly 
called, “conventions.” Our men, 
asarule,do notgo near these meet- 
ings. And it is a wee misfor- 
tune for the country. e good men 
frequently wake up to the p prey 4 of 
doing pemetiing © keep bad men from 
controlling public affairs, but, general- 
ly when it is too late. 

The time has come for self denial— 
if self-denial be necessary for the dis- 
charge of a patriotic duty. Good men 
must take part—an active, controlling part 
—in politus. They must, and if they 
can put bad men out, and good men in 
office.

“Qh, no;” replied the governor, smil 
ing: “Though a tew persons have mixed 
my name up somewhat im the can- 
vase.”
